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The Saga of the Swynford Line 


By NEIL NEWMAN 


During the stud career that began in 1916 and ended in 1935, SWYNFORD sired 
in England the winners of 350/2 races and in first monies they earned £291,656. Strange¬ 
ly enough only one of his sons, Sansovino, was a classic winner, he accounted for the 
Derby in 1924, with another of his sons, *St. Germans, second. 

It is as successful sires that Swynford’s sons will always be remembered. That 
they played dominant roles in the paddock is exemplified by the records of Sansovino, 
Blandford and his sons in England and Australia; by *Chailenger II and *St. Germans; 
Blandford’s son and grandson, ^Blenheim II and *Mahmoud in this country; Bland¬ 
ford’s sons Brantome and Umidwar in France, while Blenheim’s son Donatello was one 
of the best horses ever bred in Italy. 

The carrying power of Swynford’s blood is strikingly illustrated by the tabula¬ 
tions covering the leading sires in this country this year. Among the leading six sires 
we encounter the name of one son of Swynford, *Challenger II, one grandson, *Blen- 
heim II, and one great grandson, *Mahmoud. Which is merely in keeping with past 
facts. *Challenger II was leading sire in this country in 1939, "Blenheim II leading 
sire here in 1941. Another son of Swynford, *St. Germans, was leading sire in 1931. 

No less than five of Swynford’s daughters won seven classics: Ferry the 1000 
Guineas, Keysoe the St. Leger, Bettina the 1000 Guineas, Tranquil the 1000 Guineas 
and St. Leger, and Saucy Sue the 1000 Guineas and Oaks. 

Swynford’s daughters in the paddock added materially to the fame they gained 
on the turf. To the end of 1943, their sons and daughters won 482 races and earned 
in first monies £293,770. Among them were the stakes winners Caissot, Duke of 
Buckenham, Zeno, Cap-a-Pie, Law Suit, Sunstone, Tourist, Grace Dalrymple, Pyramid, 
Truculent, Salmon Leap, Miracle, Foxcroft, Flamenco, Bright Bird and Raeburn. 

One of the best broodmares in England, if not in the world at this writing, is 
Swynford’s daughter, Drift, foaled in 1926, winner of the Breeders’ St. Leger, the 
Atalanta Stakes and £4,134. To date this great mare has produced five stakes winners, 
including two classic winners, and the leading filly in England, 1945. They are Fair- 
haven, winner Mersey, Payne Stakes, and more than £3,200; Tide-way, winner One 
Thousand Guineas, Fulbourne Stakes, Ham Produce Stakes, and more than £12,000* 
"Heliopolis, winner Imperial Produce Stakes, Chester Vase, Princess of Wales Stakes’ 
and more than £19,000; Seven Seas, winner Reach Stakes; Sun Stream, winner One 
Thousand Guineas, The Oaks, Queen Mary Stakes, Bedford Stakes, and ranked as 
top three-year-old filly in England this year. Drift is grandam of Gulf Stream (out 
of Tide-Way), winner of Gimcrack Stakes, Chesterfield Stakes, June Stakes, and 
ranked as England’s top 2-year-old colt of 1945. 

In view of what the daughters of Swynford have accomplished the world over in 
racing and bloodstock history, it is a logical assumption to believe the daughters of 
::: Challenger II will do equally as well in this country in the years to come. To date 
they are too young to have gained any reputation as producers. According to the 
latest copy of the Stud Book only six daughters of ^Challenger II have had foals 
old enough to race, four of them have produced winners. 

When it is understood that -Challenger II is the sire of such stakes winning 
fillies as The Schemer, Savage Beauty, Moon Maiden, Dare Me, Gallorette and 
Challadette, the inherent class of his fillies is immediately manifest and the logical 
assumption is, within the next few years, daughters of ^'Challenger II will be as 
eagerly sought after as broodmares as his sire Swynford’s were in years gone bv_

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Changes at Pimlico 


January 16 was the date of Pimlico’s 
Annual Meeting, which this year brought 
out much of interest. First it was officially 
announced—though all had known it for 
weeks—that Matthias L. (Matt) Daiger 
had retired from the position of Secretary 
and General Manager at Pimlico, though 
he was persuaded to remain on the Board of 
Directors. Mr. Daiger, who will be 74 in 
March, has been associated with Pimlico 
since 189cS and has been secretary since 
1905, becoming General Manager in 1926. 
All who have had business to transact at 
Pimlico well know the unfailing courtesy 
and precision with which such business was 
handled and all will miss the genial smile 
of Mr. Daiger. The Directors unanimously 
adopted the following resolution at their 
meeting: 

The Board of Directors of the Maryland Jockey 
Club unites in expressing to Mr. Matt L. Daiger their 
sincere gratitude and thanks for the work he has 
done so faithfully and well. 

Since eighteen hundred and ninety-eight when 
Matt Daiger first became associated with Pimlico and 
the Maryland Jockey Club, he has served loyally and 
continuously for forty-seven years in many capacities, 
including General Manager, Secretary, Director and 
a Member of the Executive Committee. His guidance, 
good cheer, humor and world of information entitle 
him to be properly regarded as the Dean of Race 
Track Managers. 

The Board of Directors, therefore, honor Matt L. 
Daiger for his long and faithful service, and are 
proud to have him continue as a Member of the 
Board. 

Mr. Daiger’s dual position with the 
Maryland Jockey Club has been abolished, 

February. 1946 


and with it the office of General Manager. 
Instead there have been appointed a Secre¬ 
tary and Assistant Secretary. The former 
position will be filled by John O. Needles, 
of Mount Washington, a lifelong friend 
and classmate at Gilman School and at 
Princeton of President of Pimlico’s Harry 
A. Parr III. The latter office will be filled 
by another Baltimorean, John A. Heil, who 
has served as assistant to Mr. Daiger for 
the past three years. 

Mr. Needles is well known to Balti¬ 
moreans and is well fitted to take up his 
new duties at Pimlico. His family home is 
but two miles from Pimlico, which he has 
been familiar with since boyhood. Mr. 
Needles, who has recently returned to civil 
life from Army service, where his last posi¬ 
tion was aide to General Philip Hayes, will 
also serve on Timonium’s Board of Man¬ 
agers. A keen foxhunter, Mr. Needles has 
served as whip of the Elkridge-Harford 
Hounds and has been Clerk of the Course 
for the Maryland Hunt Cup for many years. 
Before going into the service in 1941 Mr. 
Needles was with W. W. Lanahan & Co. 
and was also Vice-President of the Dixon- 
Bartlett Co. 

Johnny Heil, who will work with John 
Needles, has been around race tracks for 
twenty years or more, having worked at 
Pimlico for a large part of that time. For¬ 
merly with a track detective force and hav¬ 
ing worked at many tracks in U. S. and 
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Canada, Heil has a wide acquaintance 
among racing men. For the past three years 
Mr. Daiger has been training John Heil in 
many of the details in connection with the 
Pimlico and Timonium set-up. Both 
Needles and Heil are young, vigorous men, 
and will be a strong pair to help Harry Parr 
with his many plans for Pimlico. 

Other changes announced following the 
meeting were that Joe Gillen, also recent¬ 
ly returned from military duties, would re¬ 
place Elbert Smith as Track Superintendent 
and that Lawrence Perrin replaces John E. 
Semmes on the Board of Directors and 
John O. Needles replaces Harold Tschudi. 
John K. Shaw and Alfred Vanderbilt, back 
from the services, were reelected Directors 
also. Harry Parr was reelected President 
and Treasurer and W. W. Lanahan Vice- 
President. About $70,000 is to be spent 
on immediate improvements, which will in¬ 
clude new offices for publicity staff, inter¬ 
plant telephonic communication and other 
long needed changes. Pimlico’s purchase of 
25 acres of land on the back stretch was 
made with the idea of purchasing the prop¬ 
erty on which the plant stands if such ar¬ 
rangements can be made. 

At an executive committee meeting held 
at Baltimore a week after the January 16 
meeting it was announced that the Preak- 
ness would be held May 11 and would 
carry $100,000 in added money. In all the 
sum of $447,500 will be offered in purses, 
a daily average of $37,000. The Stake-a- 
Day policy of Pimlico will be adopted 
again this spring, with the Dixie worth 
$30,000, the Oaks $20,000 and the Jervis 
Spencer Steeplechase $10,000. The plans 
were announced subject to approval by the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 

Sporting Calendar 

On another page of The Maryland 
Horse will be found a Sporting Calendar, 
covering flat races, cross-country events, 
horse shows and other affairs of sporting 
interest. Of particular interest at this season 
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Newly appointed Secretary of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, John O. Needles takes his Pim¬ 
lico seat beneath the photograph of Pimlico's 
late great sportsman, Ral Parr. 



are the mile track racing dates and the horse 
show dates. The minor tracks have not yet 
applied for dates. It is hoped that all organi¬ 
zations sponsoring running race meetings, 
horse shows, trotting matinees, or any other 
sporting event will communicate with us 
giving information for inclusion in the 
calendar. 

Final Racing Revenue Figures 

Last month we published a report of the 
income derived from racing by the State 
of Maryland, but this did not include taxes, 
merely covering the wagering income 
alone. Complete figures are now available 
and are staggering in their magnitude. Cer¬ 
tainly the Governor will need to nurture 
and cherish such a prolific source of income 
to the state as is racing. The figures of the 
Racing Commission show that a total in¬ 
come to the state of $3,815,993.37. 
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Maryland-bred Registrations 

There still exists a certain amount of con¬ 
fusion, paticularly in the minds of new 
breeders, as to the qualifications of a Mary¬ 
land-bred for the purposes of running in 
the restricted races for these horses and for 
eligibility to Maryland-bred bonus pay¬ 
ments. We print again, therefore, the rules 
adopted by the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion in 1945 governing Maryland-bred 
races. It is pointed out that all Maryland- 
bred foals of 1944, that is, now two-year- 
olds, must be registered with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association prior to March 
15 if they are to benefit by the $2 fee in 
force up to that time. Any horse not regis¬ 
tered by March 15 will be subject to a reg¬ 
istration fee of $10. Maryland-bred registra¬ 
tion blanks are mailed out to all breeders 
of record February 1. If you do not receive 
any blanks, or if you need more, they are 
available at the Breeders’ Association’s of¬ 
fice, 1 Dixie Drive, Towson, 4, Maryland. 

Rule 227A: To be eligible to start in races exclu¬ 
sively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse must 
be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. To qualify for such registration the said 
horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of 
the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either 
the produce of a mare covered in Maryland the pre¬ 
vious season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal 
and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the 
birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is 
the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the re¬ 
fusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association to 
register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission, and the decision of the Commission 
shall be final. 

228: Each applicant awarded a license to conduct 
a race meeting at any mile track within the State of 
Maryland, from and after the date of this rule, shall 
by acceptance of such license be deemed to have 
agreed as a condition of the grant thereof, that such 
licensee shall within thirty (30) days after the expira¬ 
tion of such meeting, pay to the breeder of each 
horse winning each race at such meeting, if said horse 
was foaled in the State of Maryland, and is duly regis¬ 
tered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, and the race is not limited to Maryland Bred' 
Horses, as follows: In each race in which the value of 
the purse to the winner is $2,500.00 or less, two 
hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00); in all races in 
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which the value of the purse to the winner is more 
than $2,500.00, five hundred dollars ($500.00); pro¬ 
vided, that if the breeder of any such winning horse 
shall not be living at the time of such race, no such 
payment shall be required, except when the deceased 
was the owner of a farm used at the time of his death 
in the breeding of Thoroughbred race horses, and the 
breeding of said horses is continued in operation 
on a basis substantially unchanged, and provided fur¬ 
ther, that the sum so to be paid shall not in any case 
be deducted from the amount of the purse, nor shall 
it be required when the purse includes the award to 
the breeder equal to or greater than the amounts 
above specified, and provided further, that any amount 
so paid shall not be included in estimating the value 
of the race to the winner. 

Horse Shows Association Meeting 

The annual meeting and election of offi¬ 
cers for the year 1946 of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows was held January 
9 at the Belvedere Hotel, Baltimore. Hugo 
R. Hoffmann, who has served so ably as 
president of the organization for the past 
three years and as secretary for two years 
before that, had indicated that he was not

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willing ro serve again due to the demands 
on his time of other matters and Henry A. 
Dentry of Towson was elected president. 
Mr. Dentry, who served with the 110th 
Field Artillery in the first World War and 
as an officer in the Coast Guard’s Beach 
Patrol for two years in the late war, has 
served as vice-president of the association 
for some fifteen years and is a charter mem¬ 
ber of the group, having been its first secre¬ 
tary. Maryland’s foremost sportsman, Mr. 
D. Sterett Gittings, remains as honorary 
president. 

William A. Selhorst, of Monkton, takes 
Mr. Dentry’s place as vice-president, with 
Mrs. Lee Richardson Jones as secretary and 
Mrs. W. Graham Boyce once again the 
unanimous choice for treasurer. Roland 
Smith, of Randallstown, who had so well 
filled the secretarial position last year, was 
unable to accept the nomination this year 
due to changes in his business set-up. 
Elected directors were the following, Dr. J. 
Wesley Edel, president of the Maryland 
Hunter Show; Howard O. Firor, one of 
the largest exhibitors in the state for many 
years; Hugo R. Hoffmann, who consented 
to remain a director, though refusing office; 
Roland Smith, to whom the same remark 
applies; Holmes Alexander, writer, cross¬ 
country rider and lately returned from mil¬ 
itary service; William D. Amoss, president 
of the Jerusalem Hunt Club and impres- 
sario of that organization’s Harford Coun¬ 
ty show, and Humphrey S. Finney. 

The five Governors-at-large are W. D. 
Akehurst, Edward B. Lee, Dr. Howard 
Sheid, Walter J. Appell and H. Robertson 
Fenwick. Considerable business was dis¬ 
cussed at the meeting, with dates being al¬ 
located for the 1946 season. An important 
change in the green hunter rule was 
adopted which will limit the peri:>d of time 
any horse will be eligible to show in this 
class to two seasons, thereby shutting out 
some of the horses that have consistently 
shown as green hunters for half-a-dozen 
seasons or more. 
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M.H.B.A. Spring Activities 

Giving ample notice to those who are 
interested in exhibiting their top yearlings 
at the Pimlico Yearling Show, President 
J. F. Flanagan has announced that it is 
planned to hold this interesting event again 
this Spring, for the first time since 1942. 
Though definite arrangements have not 
been completed at this writing the Yearling 
Show will probably be held Thursday, May 
9, at 10:00 a.m. on Pimlico’s Club House 
lawn. The show is open to Thoroughbred 
yearlings, foaled in Maryland, the produce 
of mares covered in Maryland. The cus¬ 
tomary silver trophies will be awarded for 
colts and fillies, with a special award to the 
Champion Yearling. 

Other spring activities of the breeders’ 
group will include the Annual Meeting, to 
be held as usual Wednesday, May 10, and 
the Spring Consignment Sales, which will 
be held, if sufficient entries of satisfactory 
class are offered, the day before the Preak- 
ness is run, which will be Saturday, May 
12. An activity in the breeders’ office that 
has already begun is the registering of 
numerous Maryland-bred two-year-olds, 
which have to be in hand by March 15 to 
be registered for $2. 

Jenifer Reappointed 

Governor Herbert R. O’Conor has an¬ 
nounced the reappointment of H. Courte¬ 
nay Jenifer, of Towson, to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Mr. Jenifer, who has 
been associated with horse racing, breeding 
and foxhunting all his life, was first ap¬ 
pointed to the commission in the Summer 
of 1943, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Chester F. Hockley, whose 
war duties were taking up his entire time. 
This appointment ran out July 1945 and 
Mr. Jenifer had held the position as a hold¬ 
over appointment since that time. His con¬ 
firmation in office for another six years, or 
rather, five and a half, was gratifying to the 
many horsemen who had endorsed his ap¬ 
pointment in 1943. 
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Maryland's Need—Stallions 

The number of good mares shipped out 
of Maryland this season draws attention to 
the need for some means whereby these 
mares will be attracted to stay in Maryland. 
Obviously eligibility to the Maryland Fu¬ 
turity, a race that all Maryland breeders 
strive hard to win, is not in itself attraction 
enough. Perhaps we need a Maryland Stal¬ 
lion Stake, patterned on the National Stal¬ 
lion Stake, or some other form of encour¬ 
agement to stallion owners to stand better 
sires here. Perhaps we need to endeavour 
to syndicate an outstanding horse or two 
though nowadays this is well nigh impos¬ 
sible. 

Marylanders are sentimentalists in their 
horse-breeding operations. They have al¬ 
ways raced for the fun of it, or in conjunc¬ 
tion with other business venture, and few 
attempt to raise horses with any commer¬ 
cial viewpoint. The position is obvious 
when it is considered that there are perhaps 
some five hundred Thoroughbred mares 
owned in the state, or boarded here more 
or less permanently. Of these some fifty 
will be shipped out of state to breed, and 
perhaps as many come here. 

Half a dozen or so stallions will have 
from thirty to forty mares each, taking thus 
at least twenty-five per cent of the available 
mares. That leaves fifty stallions to share 
around three hundred mares. These fig¬ 
ures are sketchy in the extreme, but the 
result is obvious. Here we have a situation 
where almost everybody who has four or 
five mares thinks he has to have a stallion 
as well, with the result that the horses, 
which, to be sure do not always warrant 
it, get little or no chance at all. We seem 
to be forever getting new stallions in the 
stud here, but always they are young horses, 
usually entirely untried as stallions Sel¬ 
dom do we get a horse whose position 
seems assured. All of which tends to make 
breeding a bigger gamble than usual. 

A glance at the list of fifty-six stallions 
listed as standing in Maryland in 1946, 
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will show that thirty-one had no produce 
old enough to race, two other horses had 
two foals apiece for the past two seasons 
and had no runners from them, and the 
rest, or twenty-three in all, did sire some 
winners, though most of them had very 
little opportunity to do so. We have in 
Maryland some fine young horses, whose 
racing, breeding and individuality would 
indicate that they should, given the proper 
opportunity , succeed in the stud. It appears 
that some house-cleaning among owners 
of stallions now here, and some serious 
thought on the part of the Directors of 
the Breeders’ Association, is in order. 

Fire at Three Cousins 

Fire at a stock farm can be a thing of 
terror at any time, but on a cold winter’s 
night it is something that strikes fear into 
the heart of any horseman. So it was one 
recent Saturday night at Three Cousins 
Farm, Hyde, when Superintendent John 
Groom looked out of his bedroom window 
as he retired not long before midnight and 
saw to his horror that a grand old brick 
barn, full of horses, hay and feed, was on 
fire. Groom, who has been in charge of the 
horses at Three Cousins for Henry S. Hork- 
heimer for the past couple of years, lost no 
time in getting into action. Scantily clad, 
he ran out and started turning out yearlings 
and trying to drag to safety the older horses 
in the barn, thereby saving four valuable 
yearlings and two lead ponies as well as 
one racehorse. Unfortunately the latter and 
one pony were so badly burned that they 
were later destroyed for humane reasons. 

Lost in the fire were Most Alert, owned 
by Mrs. J. Bowes Bond and a most con¬ 
sistent winner; a three-year-old whose 
name was unascertainable, which had lately 
come up from Doc Jones’ Charlottesville 
farm; the Horkheimer racers Heedit and 
Saved; Joe Camac’s useful Wayne County; 
a good pair of mules, a cow, a goat, sixty- 
five tons of first class hay and fifty-five tons 
of straw. Some little insurance was carried 
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on the barn. One effect of the fire has been 
that more horsemen have called the Mary¬ 
land Horse office in two weeks to enquire 
about fire insurance rates than has been the 
case in five years. 

Broodmare Shipments 

Numerous shipments of broodmares 
have been made out of Maryland in recent 
weeks, some individually and some as col¬ 
lective shipments organized by the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association. From 
Sagamore Farm Manager DuvaJ Headley 
has shipped the mares Penny Postal, to Al- 
sab; Tee Totum, to Bimelech, and Now 
What and Petrify to Bull Lea. The Saga¬ 
more mare Astralobe, already in Ken¬ 
tucky, will be bred to Devil Diver. 

First M. H. B. A. shipment to Kentucky 
went in charge of Sydney Boniface, former 
trainer of the E. G. Hackney racers and 
just back from military service in India. 
In this group were sixteen mares, six of 
which were owned by W. L. Brann and 
included Sweet Broom and Society Column, 
booked to Challedon; Trumps and Starry 
Pomp, booked to Pictor; Challedonna, sis¬ 
ter to Challedon and Challadette, booked 
to Isolater, and Inchcapri, who goes to Shut 
Out. 

Others in this lot were Henry L. Sals- 
bury’s Milk Dipper, booked to Unbreak¬ 
able, and Miss Minn, who goes to Ocean 
Wave; W. A. Edgar’s Politigirl and Jacs- 
date, booked to Bless Me; Preston M. 
Burch’s Lady Mantle; Sylvester W. Labrot’s 
Evening Light, who goes to Some Chance; 
S. M. Pistorio’s Vivacious, who will visit 
Pensive (the booking was made before Mr. 
Pistorio bought The Rhymer) and Brook¬ 
field Farm’s Turkey Wings, In The Purple 
and We Hail. The latter trio, owned by 
Harry Isaacs, will join two more Brook¬ 
field mares now in Kentucky and will visit 
War Relic, Bimelech and Shut Out. Tur¬ 
key Wings was purchased from Harry Parr 
a couple of days before the shipment was 
made. 
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A second shipment, following the same 
route, over the B. & O. to Cincinnati and 
Southern to Lexington, a first-class trip, 
was made February 6. In this lot went fif¬ 
teen mares, five from the Monkton farm 
of J. F. Flanagan. The shipper’s own Latest 
goes to Challedon, while three owned by 
Mrs. E. duPont Weir are booked as fol¬ 
lows: Yuletide to Count Fleet, Parachutist 
to Some Chance and Hills of Eirann to Sun 
Again. J. M. Schiff’s Lola Montez goes to 
Some Chance. Ray V. Watson, a new¬ 
comer to Maryland’s breeding ranks, 
shipped New Trick, in foal to Discovery, 
to breed to Sir Damion. Other Maryland 
mares in the group were Henry S. Hork- 
heimer’s Autumnquest and Puddles, both 
of which will be bred to War Jeep at 
Spendthrift and Mrs. Danny Shea’s Encan- 
tada, booked to Sun Again. 

Protective Division, T.R.A. 

About the turn of the year Harry A. 
Parr, III, of Pimlico and President of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations, an¬ 
nounced the formation of a Division of 
Protection, to be headed by a brilliant for¬ 
mer F.B.I. man, Spencer Drayton, a resi¬ 
dent of Chicago, whose record well quali¬ 
fied him for the job. The Division will 
"deal with any dishonest practices affecting 
racing” and will "supersede any police 
agency at any of the tracks that are mem¬ 
bers of the T. R. A.” The Drayton group 
will aim to clean up racing from within. 

Head offices of the Division of Protec¬ 
tion will be in New York, branch offices 
at Miami, Chicago and Los Angeles. All 
personnel will be selected by Drayton, who 
has ample backing to do the job in the 
right way. The announcement from T. R. 
A. received universal acclaim.

Trainers' License Plans 

Maryland trainers have received in their 
mails of late an application form to use if 
they wish to apply for licenses in 1946. 
With the blanks goes a letter from Com¬ 
mission Secretary J. William Graham 
which states that trainers should apply for 
their licenses prior to March 15, 1946. 
The reason for this new move is to obviate 
the rush for licenses that usually takes place 
on the first day of Spring racing. As a rule 
trainers will wait almost until they are en¬ 
tering a horse for a race before they re¬ 
quest a new license. The Commission will 
not allow any of these rush jobs as has 
been the case heretofore, and point out that 
a trainer who does not have his license 
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at the proper time may have his horse 
scratched on him. 

The Commission also wish to have all 
new applications for trainers’ licenses in 
hand in ample time before racing so that 
they may be properly scrutinized by the 
Trainers’ Licensing Committee, which 
passes on all new applications in Maryland. 
It behooves all trainers, therefore, if they 
intend to race here this year at all, to send 
in their applications early to the commis¬ 
sion’s office, Room 700, Maryland Trust 
Bldg., Baltimore. 

The Receiving Barn 

By Joe H. Palmer 

A matter which is certain to be discussed 
a good deal during the coming season is 
the institution of a receiving barn at the 
major tracks. To begin with, of course, we 
need a definition of terms. A good many 
tracks now have what is called a "receiving 
barn” but this means merely a structure in 
which horses not stabled at the track may 
be kept for a few hours before a race. In 
Maryland and New York last year, for in¬ 
stance, the stabling for any given meeting 
was split between two or more tracks. 
Horses stabled at Pimlico raced at Laurel 
and vice versa. Each track consequently had 
a "receiving barn” in which to keep horses 
from the other track long enough for them 
to meet their engagements, be cooled out, 
and shipped away. 

But by a "receiving barn” in these notes 
is meant a structure in which all horses 
which are to race on a given day, regard¬ 
less of where they are stabled, are placed 
for a definite time before a race, the object 
being primarily to prevent tampering and 
corrupt practice. 

When the idea of a receiving barn was 
first advocated, a good many years ago, it 
brought a standard objection from horse¬ 
men: many horses, they said, became nerv¬ 
ous and unstrung when placed in unfamil¬ 
iar surroundings, they would sweat and 
fret and generally incapacitate themselves 
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from giving their best performance. This 
objection isn’t worth a nickel any more. All 
year long horses from Belmont went to Ja¬ 
maica, and horses from Aqueduct went to 
Belmont, and horses from Laurel went to 
Pimlico, and so on. From the horse’s point 
of view, he was in receiving barns all year. 

The idea of a receiving barn was dis¬ 
cussed at the American Trainers’ Associa¬ 
tion meeting last November, and it found a 
surprising amount of support. The Associa¬ 
tion has thus far taken no official action, but 
it has done some exploratory work, and has 
sounded out opinion in other quarters. One 
race track president has declared himself 
in favor of the plan without qualification, 
and several others have indicated at least 
receptiveness to the idea. Some tentative 
suggestions have been worked out also, and 
for purposes of possible discussion they are 
set forth here. It should be remembered 
that this is not presented as a finished plan. 
Indeed it is printed in the hope that others 
may have constructive suggestions to add. 

1. Receiving barn to be well located in an enclosed 
area. Barn to be properly equipped with sufficient 
stalls. Barn and enclosure adequately policed. 

2. Stalls in barn are to have all windows, air vents, 
etc., covered with metal grating and wire screen. 
Stall doors of metal grating and wire screen. 

3. Locks to stall to be of safety deposit box type. 
Two keys to each lock issued to trainer and master 
key retained by barn attendant. 

4. Horses programmed as starters shall be in receiv¬ 
ing barn not less than two hours before time due in 
paddock for races in which entered. 

3. Horses to be examined by veterinarians in usual 
manner on arrival at barn. 

6. Each time stall is opened or entered, name of 
person or persons opening or entering stall and time 
of so doing to be recorded on sheet placed at each 
stall for such purpose. 

7. Absolutely no one other than officials, author¬ 
ized attendants, authorized veterinarians and assistants, 
owners, trainers, and attendants of horses racing will 
be permitted inside enclosure. 

8. When horses leave barn for paddock, keys to 
stalls are to be surrendered to barn attendant. 

9. No horse shall return to receiving barn after 
having left it unless ordered to return by the stewards. 

The use of a receiving barn will not, 
naturaly, solve all problems. It will not, 
for instance, relieve a trainer of responsi¬ 
bility in case of stimulation. It will not be 
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any good at all unless the policing is of a 
very high order. But it will put a trainer 
in a position to be genuinely responsible 
for his horse during the period when the 
horse can be effectively stimulated. 

I am afraid I cannot pose as an authortiy 
on stimulation. In fact there is only one 
recipe I could lay hands on at the moment, 
and since it is for a four-mile timber race 
I doubt its efficacy on the flat. But from 
all I can find out, if a horse is to be stimu¬ 
lated successfully, this must be done within 
two hours of a race and preferably within 
a much shorter time. You hear stories of 
stimulants wrapped in a coating of slowly- 
dissolving gelatin that can be given hours 
and hours before they take effect. There 
are such capsules, of course; one now on 
the market is designed for people who can 
go to sleep without difficulty but who have 
an irritating habit of waking up a few hours 
later and tossing the rest of the night. You 
take the capsule at bedtime, go to sleep 
normally, and the thing explodes two or 
three hours later. But even these cannot be 
manipulated exactly—that is, they can’t be 
set for a definite time, except within a range 
of perhaps three-quarters of an hour. If a 
horse were given a stimulant in such a cap¬ 
sule it might, of course, help him in a race, 
and it might go off a half-hour too soon or 
too late. It isn’t, in other words, an effective 
method. 

Consequently if a horse can be protected 
for two hours (or three, if you like) before 
a race, he cannot be effectively stimulated 
by an outsider, and if he is stimulated at all 
you have on a sheet in your receiving barn, 
the names of all persons who could possibly 
have got at him. There’s a fair chance of 
proving guilt, not a vague responsibility.

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There is one possibility which is definitely 
not accounted for. An individual who has 
a grudge against another—say a discharged 
employee—can give a stimulant hours be¬ 
fore a race; it will probably not help the 
horse at all but it may still show in a saliva 
test. The plan outlined above would be no 
protection against such a situation. The 
notion here is that the racing commissions 
should inquire into the possibility of quan¬ 
titative test as well as qualitative ones, and 
the merest vestige of a stimulant should 
not be considered as damning as its presence 
in really effective quantities. 

Plans for Timonium 

Matt L. Daiger, president of the Mary¬ 
land State Fair and Agricultural Associa¬ 
tion of Baltimore county, which is the high- 
sounding nomenclature of the famous in¬ 
stitution we have known so long and so 
well as plain Timonium, is full of plans 
for the reopening of the fair these days. 
Since resigning from his long held position 
at Pimlico, Mr. Daiger has given much 
thought to Timonium’s future, and particu¬ 
larly to the 1946 Fair. 

It is planned that, with the Army relin¬ 
quishing the upper part of the Fairgrounds 
March 1, as is now planned, work can com¬ 
mence to get the stands, stables, offices and 
track in shape so that when the rest of the 
plant is turned back July 1 all can be put in 
readiness for the Labor Day opening that 
is customary for the Fair. Many improve¬ 
ments are planned and much will have 
to be done. There are numerous new build¬ 
ings that will have to be converted to be 
of use, and considerable changes in the 
old buildings will be needed to put them 
back in shape as they were in 1942 when 
the Army took the place over. 

No horse shows will be permitted to 
be held at Timonium until after the Fair. 
The only use that will be made of the fair¬ 
grounds will be for Louis Merryman’s 
Guernsey Sale in April, the Angus sale in 
May, and a proposed Draft Horse Field 
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Day, also in May. It is planned to make of 
Timonium the agricultural centre of the 
state, with such fine facilities for year-round 
use of the plant for sales, shows, exhibi¬ 
tions, etc., offered that all will come to the 
York Road plant.

M. H. P. A. Report 

By H. H. Ferguson 

The Executive Committee of the Mary¬ 
land Horsemen’s Protective Association 
has lately been holding regular meetings 
in order to keep abreast of developments 
during the off-season in Maryland. 

Among the important items discussed 
recently, was the belief that in the near 
future we would find ourselves confronted 
with a serious shortage of skilled farriers. 
This situation is bad enough now, but it 
will be worsened with the construction of 
several new tracks in the East, some of 
which have been scheduled for completion 
this year. In talking to horsemen who 
should know, I was informed that it would 
take an apprentice a full year, training un¬ 
der skilled teachers, to become sufficiently 
adept in the profession to operate alone. 

With this in mind, I am of the opinion 
that definite action should be taken now 
by the Blacksmiths’ Union to increase the 
number of farriers so that adequate track 
coverage can be maintained. I am positive 
that any and all of the Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ations will be very happy to offer whatever 
assistance they can in order to devise and 
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operate an adequate training program for 
men interested in becoming skilled farriers, 
which would be acceptable to everyone con¬ 
cerned. 

Action should be taken on this situation 
while there is still time. Let’s not wait until 
we are struggling in the midst of a mess 

which will take a year or more to improve.

Recently I had an opportunity to see an 
artist’s drawing of the new track now being 
constructed in Monmouth County near 
Long Branch, New Jersey. It is located on 
the site of the old Elkwood track which 
flourished briefly about 50 years ago. From 
all indications it is going to be one of the 
most beautiful tracks in the country. Plans 
call for a very elaborate club house and a 
grandstand that will seat 10,000 fans. At 
present, the only buildings under construc¬ 
tion are the stables; the larger ones having 
60 stalls, with a total scheduled space for 
1,000 horses. Another item which should 
be of interest to horsemen is the fact that 
the stables are being constructed of fire¬ 
proof material and laid out with 150 feet 
between barns. The stable area alone takes 
up 33 acres in the southwest corner of the 
park which will cover a total area of 300 
acres. It is reported that all materials neces¬ 
sary to construct the track are on the ground 
and that the track will be ready for opera¬ 
tion by mid-June. 

Maryland Racing Associations will be 
interested in knowing that this track has 
been alotted 36 racing days next summer 
by the New Jersey Racing Commission. 
With a modern track such as this, plus more 
in the near future, plus fair and adequate 
racing rules, we in Maryland are going to 
receive some real competition that can’t be 
lightly shrugged off. And mark my words, 
we are not going to be able to work around 
this competition, we are going to have to 
work against it. Picking non-competitive 
racing dates will soon be a thing of the past, 
even in relatively small sections of the 
Country. It might be well therefore, if the 
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Maryland racing interests, and that includes 
horsemen’s associations, racing associations, 
breeders and the Racing Commission, 
started pulling together. 

If we can produce as much energy in 
working together as we have displayed in 
bringing about the present chaotic condi¬ 
tions, Maryland will be able to keep its 
place in racing. On the other hand, if we 
don’t cooperate, we are soon going to find 
ourselves with a number of out-moded and 
inadequate tracks, out-dated and unconsti¬ 
tutional racing rules, disgruntled and bitter 
horsemen, and a fast disappearing State rac¬ 
ing revenue. Quite a discouraging picture, 
but it can and will happen unless some¬ 
thing is done about it and soon. 

The Maryland Horsemen’s Protective 
Association recently wrote Mr. George P. 
Mahoney, chairman of the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Commission, suggesting that a joint 
meeting of horsemen’s associations, racing 
associations and the Racing Commis¬ 
sion be held for a round table discussion 
of difficulties confronting us. This meeting 
was proposed for the latter part of Febru¬ 
ary or early in March, prior to the opening 
of the racing season, so that all of our prob¬ 
lems, and we all have them, could be ironed 
out. I am positive that such a meeting of a 
representative group will make for a much 
happier relationship among the various fac¬ 
tors of the racing industry in Maryland. 

Parks to Atlantic City 

Marylander Fred H. Parks, who recently 
resigned as secretary and handicapper of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso¬ 
ciation, will be General Manager of the 
new Atlantic City race track, which will 
hold its first meeting later this year, accord¬ 
ing to John B. Kelly, president of the At¬ 
lantic City Racing Association. 

One of racing’s most popular officials, 
Parks has had extensive experience in every 
phase of the sport, starting his career on 
the Maryland half-mile circuit of tracks and 
eventually becoming placing judge at Ti- 
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monium, Cumberland and Hagerstown. 
Later, he served in the racing secretary’s 
office at Pimlico, Laurel, Bowie and Havre 
de Grace. 

Joining the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association in 1932, Parks was assis¬ 
tant to the late Frank J. Bryan and upon 
the latter’s retirement in 1939 succeeded 
him as secretary and handicapper. The Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
governs all steeplechase and hurdle races 
on regular courses and hunt meetings. 

In addition to serving as placing judge 
on the Jockey Club tracks, Parks is secre¬ 
tary of the breeding bureau of the Jockey 
Club of New York. In recent years, Parks 
has served as placing judge at such major 
tracks as Belmont Park, Saratoga, Empire 
City, Aqueduct and Jamaica and is current¬ 
ly racing secretary and handicapper at the 
Hipodromo de las Americas in Mexico City. 

Once a student at Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity and also the University of Maryland, 
Parks at one time bred Thoroughbreds on 
his farm at Timonium. 

Iron for Horse Shoes 

Charles E. Rieman, veteran breeder of 
Suffolk horses at his Phoenix, Maryland, 
farm writes to tell us of a disquieting con¬ 
dition affecting horses for farm or road. 
Mr. Rieman states that when the black¬ 
smith visited his farm late in January he 
reported that he was unable to secure any 
more iron from which to make up shoes 
and had to take shoes off the horses not in 
regular work to supply those in urgent 
need. Mr. Rieman asks if anything can be 
done to alleviate this condition besides 
making it generally known. We do not 
know the answer, but will try to find it out.

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Maryland Stallions' 1945 Record 

As usual only about half of the Thor¬ 
oughbred stallions doing stud duty in Mary¬ 
land in 1946 can show any number of win¬ 
ners to their credit, but of the rest, not more 
than one or two had anything to run for 
them last year. We are forever a testing 
ground here for young stallions, for almost 
every breeder who has three or four mares 
has a stallion that he probably raised or 
raced and wants to give some sort of a 
chance at stud. With some five hundred 
mares in the state, and thirty-five to fifty 
going elsewhere to be bred each season, 
and with three or four stallions getting 
thirty to forty mares each, it is obvious how 
little opportunity is accorded any of the rest 
of the stallions. Horse-breeding in Mary¬ 
land is a matter of sentiment, rather than 
business.

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Hunt Meetings' Future 

A young man who has quietly been 
studying the steeplechasing and hunt race 
picture for some years as assistant to Freddy 
Parks of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunts Association is J. E. Cooper, whose 
work has been of such calibre the associa¬ 
tion elected him secretary when Parks re¬ 
cently resigned. From Mr. Cooper s desk 
comes now the first of a series of letters the 
N. S. & H. A. intends to send to those in¬ 
terested in sport over fences. We reprint 
the letter herewith: 

The National Steeplechase and Hunt Association, 
in its first general meeting since the close of hostilities, 
agreed on general principles for a revival of the sport 
through the field. The entire question of hunt racing 
and its relationship to the hunting field and steeple¬ 
chasing at the major tracks was given thorough con¬ 
sideration. 

Members of the Association placed emphasis on 
the fact that the sport as a whole will benefit in last¬ 
ing fashion only if its bedrock—hunt and amateur 
meetings—are successfully revived and expanded. And 
that expansion must be along the lines of the sport 
for itself, looking forward to a return to the feel and 
fun of the old Hunt Meetings. 

Working toward this end, the Association must 
have the continued and intelligent cooperation of all 
in the game. Masters of Foxhounds, followers of rec¬ 
ognized packs, members of race committees, owners, 
trainer and riders. Certain concrete steps in this direc¬ 
tion have been taken. 

One of these is to appoint to the Hunts Committee 
four members thoroughly experienced in the various 
phases of hunt racing. These are Messrs. George 
Brooke, 3rd, of Philadelphia; Stephen C. Clark, Jr., of 
Middleburg and New York; J. F. Flanagan, of Monk- 
ton, and William du Pont, Jr., of Wilmington. These 
four, together with seven others who will be elected 
sectionally by the Masters of Foxhounds, will meet in 
the very near future to consider the matter further. 

Plans are for as complete resumption of Hunt 
Meetings in 1946 as is practically possible. Dates w ; i 
be announced in the near future. 

In general the National Steeplechase and Hunt As¬ 
sociation is interested in seeing hunt racing resumed 
on the basic pattern that this racing is sporting rather 
than professional and that every effort should be made 
to encourage the one and two-horse owner to partici¬ 
pate in timber and brush racing for cups and small 
purses, competing against horses and riders of relative 
experience and class. It is well recognized that the 
natural sequence of racing between the flags starts in 
the hunting field; then the point-to-points; next the 
Hunt Meetings, and finally Steeplechasing at the ma¬ 
jor tracks. It is in just this manner that many of the 
important stables racing at the big tracks have been 
developed. The same may be said of riders and train¬

ers, and today, more than ever, the development of 
new riders and trainers is vital to the sport. 

Whereas the Hunt Meetings were once the stepping 
stone to big stake steeplechasing, in the past decade, 
particularly during the years immediately preceding 
the war, each succeeding season saw increased purses 
and efforts to obtain big track competition for these 
meetings. This effort succeeded so well that many of 
the best horses in training were raced at the Hunt 
Meetings. While popular at the time, this was not a 
healthy influence as it had the effect of forcing the 
small sporting owner out of the picture, and hunt 
racing as a result came to be supported by a limited 
number of owners, riders and trainers. 

The best horses and competition will always be 
an attraction at the Hunt Meetings, but it is hoped 
that race committees will at the same time provide 
for the small amateur interest through conditioning* 
of races that will assure the hunting hunter and the 
individual owner and rider a chance to run in level 
competition. 

Certain suggestions have been made and they start 
with the recommendation that as many point-to-points 
be encouraged as possible. These have always been 
an ideal means of an introduction to steeplechasing. 
Particularly are they adapted to bringing into an active 
part in the sport, the youngsters who have come back 
and must form the nucleus for the future. 

Another is to encourage the return of timber racing 
at the Hunt Meetings. This is closest to the hunting 
field and is probably the best way to start rebuilding 
these meetings along amateur lines. Another is to en¬ 
courage new owners, particularly the small owner, by 
means of races which will permit him to race against 
horses of a similar class. 

Also to encourage new riders. One way may be to 
restrict some races to novices. And to work with race 
committees to help them produce a program suited to 
local conditions, ranging from cup races for the better 
jumpers to races restricted to amateur owners, novice 
riders and untried horses. 

The fun and color of hunt racing is a far cry from 
the professional meetings and the bigness of racing 
at the major tracks, but these meetings have been and 
should continue to be the cradle of racing, producing 
tomorrow's owmers, trainers and jockeys. 

This is the first of a series of letters the N. S. and 
H. A. intends to get out through the year in an ef¬ 
fort to broadside trends and conditions relating to the 
sport. You are cordially invited to communicate with 
us on your ideas in regard to point-to-points, timber 
racing and the Hunt Meetings so that we may do all 
in our power to get the season away to a winging 
start this year.

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Maryland Stockmen's Meeting 

Select a hundred people from the lead¬ 
ing breeders of Thoroughbreds, Perche- 
rons, Suffolks, Clydesdales, Guernseys, Hol- 
steins, Jerseys, Angus, Herefords, Short¬ 
horns, Berkshires, Hampshires and Ches¬ 
ter Whites, put them all together in the 
Lord Baltimore Hotel of a January 9th 
and you have a Maryland Stockmen’s As¬ 
sociation Meeting to say nothing of having 
incurred some displeasure for not having 
mentioned Belgians, Durocs and South- 
downs. 

Dr. A. L. Brueckner of the Livestock 
Sanitary Service of Maryland and W. Alan 
McGregor led the discussion groups of the 
new Bangs Regulations. A liberal policy 
has been adopted among the livestock au¬ 
thorities of many states on the shipment 
of vaccinated cattle between the states, par¬ 
ticularly young cattle between the ages of 
eighteen to twenty-four months. 

Dr. E. N. Cory of College Park and Mr. 


R. F. Fouracre of the DuPont Company 
described experimental work done at the 
University of Maryland and in DuPont 
laboratories with DDT on livestock. Sat¬ 
isfactory preparations are now on the mar¬ 
ket for livestock use of ten per cent solu¬ 
tion of DDT in powder form suspended 
in water for use as a spray. Up to present 
writing it is found that DDT used with 
oil, penetrates an animal’s skin and is 
dangerous. 

The University of Maryland has made 
an exhaustive study of corn borer control 
which Dr. Cory described very capably. 

There was considerable disappointment 
over the failure of the OPA speaker to 
show up to speak on The Future of Sub¬ 
sidies as They Affect the Livestock Farmer. 

The subject evidently was a bit too hot 
to handle in a group of stockmen, as Presi¬ 
dent Joe Shirley got the run around at the 
last minute. The impromptu remarks filled 
in at this point by Wells Hunt sustained

Beach Farm in Anne Arundel County, has

December 15. Today we had most of 
the members of our Light Horse Produc¬ 
tion class from College Park out at Mc- 
Donogh School, where "Doc” Lamborn 
and his boys put on a real show. We saw 
first the various breeds and types of ponies 
and riding horses, then we were shown how 
a Thoroughbred stallion ought to be han¬ 
dled when Taylor Cook exhibited Chilly 
Beau. Finally a number of misfits were 
shown so that the students could see for 
themselves what was meant by terms like 
calf-knee, cow-hock, curb, bog, splint, coon¬ 
footed, etc. Unfortunately we did not have 
time to cover the ground fully, but we 
shall return to McDonogh again next se¬ 
mester.

December 26. With bad weather and 
the Christmas holidays we have not been 
out much of late, but today had to go to 
the Port of Baltimore to try to aid Arthur 
White in getting three Argentinian horses 
off a ship. Unfortunately the horses’ papers 
had all been lost in transit, and a fine mess 
there is. We saw the horses, which are a

nice trio, all well bred and looking well.

Left home early this morn¬ 
ing for Montgomery County, where, with 
Danny and Martha Shea, we looked over 
a group of two-year-olds at the Buchanan 
farm. A brief stop at Huntington Farm 
was made, but owner Alan Clarke was not 
at home, so we did not tarry as time was 
short. Came back by Ellicott City and 
stopped first to see W. A. Edgar at Wood- 
lawn. We had a look at the good stakes 
winner Penncote, who will go to *Prince- 
quillo this season, then at her corking good 
1945 foal, a really high class daughter of 
^Challenger II that will be hard to beat 
at the Pimlico Yearling Show this May. 
The other Edgar mares were away in Ken¬ 
tucky. Though a small stud, this is being 
carefully built up with good blood and will 
be one to be reckoned with later on. From 
the Edgar place we went to see Sam Pistorio 
at his new farm on Edmondson Avenue 
extended. This will really be a show place 
when Sam gets done with it. He has built
